Pasadena High School district, 
which includes South Santa Anita 
land Sierra Madre elementary school 
districts, will vote March 28th on 
the question of establishing a junior 
college. In order that the voters of 
this vicinity may be fully informed 
on the issue, this paper is presenting 
a series of articles by Principal Wil¬ 
liam F. Ewing of Pasadena high 
i school, telling the story of the junior 
high school system. The final article 
follows: 

The foregoing studies have been 
made in the belief that the citizens 
of Pasadena High School district de¬ 
sire the best educational advantages 
that can be provided for their chil¬ 
dren. We have ai excellent school 
system that should be extended up¬ 
ward so as to provide educational 
opportunities throughout the whole 
perioil of adolescence. 

According to the census of 1910, 
Pasadena had a population of. 30,291. ; 
In 1920 it had grown to a city of 
45,354 people. A conservative esti¬ 
mate places the population now at 
about 60,000. The high school dis¬ 
trict has a population of nearly j 
‘ 75,000 people. It embraces the fol¬ 
lowing elementary school districts:; 
Pasadena Elementary, Sierra Madre, 
South Santa Anita and La Canada. 

Junior High Schools 

For a number of years Pasadena 
|has had a junior high school that has 
included grades 7, 8 and 9. The sue-; 
cess of the school is unquestioned. 
About two years ago the Pasadena 
Board of Education approved plans 
for the extension of a system of. 
junior high schools. Beginning with 
the spring semester of 1924, two new- 
junior high schools, the Washington! 
and John Marshall, will be opened, 
i Pasadena high school is the fifth 
largest high school in California, 
only Manual Arts, Los Angeles, 
Polytechnic (Los Angeles) and Long 
Beach being larger. The average 
daily attendance last year was 3275.1 

The assessed valuation of Pasa- I 
dena high school district is $86,- 
645,875. (The assessed valuation of 
the Sierra Madre elementary school 
district is about $3,000,000, or l-29th 
of the whole.—Ed.) 

The bonded indebtedness of the 
district is only $435,000. All operat¬ 
ing expenses and improvements since 
the completion of the original build¬ 
ings in 1912 have been paid out of 
the annual taxes. 

Present Debt Small 

Pasadena high school has a cam¬ 
pus of 40 acres. The plant including 
buildings, grounds and equipment 
represents original outlays of more 
than $1,500,000. Dr. Lars Peterson,

About 60 per 
school graduates 
desire to continue their education at 
i higher institutions of learning. 

Many graduates find it financially 
impossible to reside away from home 
! to attend college. Nearly all of the 
1 American universities and colleges 
I are crowded. The Southern Branch 
of the University of California and 
the University of Califor¬ 
nia have been overcrowded. None of 
the higher institutions of learning 
need to seek students. College of¬ 
ficials select and admit only the most 
promising high-school graduates. At 
Pasadena High School every reason¬ 
able effort is made to prepare stu¬ 
dents for life and for college. How¬ 
ever, on account of their extreme 
youth, lack of adequate finances or 
of the necessary college recommenda¬ 
tions, many graduates who should go 
to college cannot do so. 

The Isaue 

From their writings and from con¬ 
ferences with college teachers and 
administrators, the writer is con¬ 
vinced that our whole educational 
system will soon be reorganized. The 
most satisfactory plan seems to be 
along the lines advocated by Profes¬ 
sor Proctor and Dean Cubberley, 
that is—six years of elementary 
schools, four years of college work. 
The junior college would thus pro¬ 
vide courses fbr years 11, 12, 13 and

BUCKS WITHOUT 
THEIR ANTLERS 
IN YOSEMITE 


The apparent absence of bucks 
in Yosemite at the present time 
prompts some tourists to ask the 
whereabouts of the male deer 
population. For the past few 
weeks the now useless antlers 
have been dropping from the 
proud heads of their owners. The 
bucks resemble does to most vis¬ 
itors. If one is fortunate, he may 
find a dropped antfer on the val¬ 
ley floor. One was picked up on 
March 4. 

Each year the splendid head- 
gear is doomed to die and drop 
off. Beginning at the points, 
death progresses downward until 
the junction of antler and skull 
is reached. It is during this slow 
dying that the antlers serve their 
purpose—weapons of buck war¬ 
fare. 

A few weeks after the shedding 
new structures begin to bud at 
points from which the old ones 
fell. At first they are extremely 
soft and subject to injury. The 
surplus energy of the buck goes 
to the developing antlers, and the 
growth is surprisingly rapid.

DOME ROCKS 

OF YOSEMITE 


It requires no scientific turn of 
mind to discover that Yosemite 
landscapes are ,characterized by 
huge, bulging masses of base 
granite, swelling out from the 
timbered slopes. Thoughtful study 
of the domes reveals the fact 
that each and every one is divid¬ 
ed, at the surface, into curved 
plates. Removing an outer plate 
reveals another, and the domes 
seem, like an onion, to be com¬ 
posed of concentric layers. 

Geologists, in explaining these 
peculiar structures, have devel¬ 
oped two general theories. Ac¬ 
cording to one theory, the granite 
of the domes has always been di¬ 
vided into curved plates. Because 
of this layered structure it has 
been possible for water and ice 
to model the rounded domes. 

The other theory holds that the 
layered formation originated sub¬ 
sequent to the forming of the 
domes and was caused by une¬ 
qual expansion and contraction at 
the surface of the solid mass of 
granite. Mr. F. E. Matthes of 
the U. S. Geological Survey, who 
has made clear the story of Yo¬ 
semite, points out that this layer¬ 
ing of the domes develops only 
at the surface and that only mon¬ 
oliths—solid rock masses—may 
may form domes. 

We see, then, that in spite of 
what has been written of the ac¬ 
tion of glaciers, sculpturing Sier¬ 
ra domes, we may look upon them 
not as plastic masses that re¬ 
sponded to the glacier’s modeling 
touch but rather as rock masses, 
which, by virtue of their extreme 
solidity, have escaped remodeling 
by the ice. Indeed, some of them, 
Half Dome and Sentinel Dome for 
example, were never covered by 
the ice flood.

Summer Session Courses in Sub¬ 
tropical Horticulture will be offered 
this year for the first time by the 
University. The courses will be giv¬ 
en in the laboratories of the Citrus 
Experiment station at Riverside, Cal¬ 
ifornia. The session will begin with 
registration on June 28, 1924, and 
will continue until August 9, 1924, a 
period of six weeks. 

The purpose of these courses is 
primarily to furnish university stu¬ 
dents of agriculture the opportunity 
to obtain training in these subjects 
in a region where this type of horti¬ 
culture is regularly pursued. 

The courses that will be given are 
upper division courses of the Univer¬ 
sity, will be equivalent to courses of 
the same designation given in the 
College of Agriculture at Berkeley, 
and will yield equal University 
credit! They will present both the 
scientific and the practical side of the 
subjects treated. The instruction 
will cover such subjects as propaga¬ 
tion, planting, varieties, breeding, 
tillage, fertilization, pruning, dis¬ 
eases and injurious insects, picking, 
packing and marketing. 

A circular dealing with the new 
Summer Session courses in subtrop¬ 
ical horticulture is on the point of 
being i ;sued by the University.
